Ftndlay College, Flndlay, Ohio, a 
new educational Institutional unci or 
the control of the church of God 
(Wlnebremiarlan,) was recently opened 
under favorable auspices. 

The Methodist ministers of Iowa 
have offered a reward of $1,000 for tbe 
arrest of the assassin of Rev. George 
C. Haddock. This is Independent of 
tbe other rewards offered, and its pay- 
ment Is guaranteed. 

O. V. Halt7.se h iien, a prominent 
druggist, of Crest on, Iowa, has been 
fouml guilty of thirty separate accounts 
Of selling intoxicating liquors in viola- 
tion of the pharmacy law, and fined 
fl ,600 and costs. 

Jane Smith, colored, apparently died 
at Lexington, Ky., and waa placed in 
her coffin. Just before burial, ths sup. 
posed corpse kicked tbe lid off the cof- 
fin and got up, prophesying that the 
world would come to no end in Sept. 

A straying horse derailed a freight 
engine on the B. & O. near Independ- 
ence, Ohio, on the 15th, and the en- 
gineer was caught in the debris mash, 
tug both his legs, and it took live hours 
to get him out, and lie died In thirty 
minutes. 

On the 13th, during the early morn- 
ing mass in the Catholic Church of the 
Pilgrimage, at Padua, the altar curtain 
caught Are, causing a panic. The peo- 
ple in the galleries leaped on the heads 
of those below. Six were killed and 
200 wounded. 

A terrible wreck occured on the 
Nicbla Plate road, near .Silver Creek, 
on the Nth, by a collision between a 
freight and an excursion train. Twen. 
ly persons were killed, ten wounded so 
that tbey will die, aud Ave others were 
severely Injured. 

Up in New York State the other day 
a man and a woman drove up to the 
house of a Baptist clergyman who had 
a hard struggle to make both ends 
meet, and were married. The man 
had a large roll of billa, and pretended 
that be was looking for a 15 note 
among them, bilt they were all for 
1100. The fellow was profuse in his 
apologies ; said he was sorry he had no 
small bills, and did not want to go 
away without giving the minister a 
fee.

The 
poor clergyman, eager to get a cash $5 
marriage ree, which was something 
no usual with him, went to his little 
hoard and gave the man $85. The next 
day clergyman found that the $ino bill 
was a counterfeit, and he was never 
able to find the swindler. The mar- 
riage was a put-up job.

B. M. Dannport, Chairman Cook Coun- 
ty Prohibitum Commtftte : 

8» —Your prohibition cranks have 
broken up our business In Kansas, Iowa, 
Maine, Rhode Island, Georgia, and 
other parts ot the country, and you 
are now working like mad devils to 
drive us out of business In Illinois. 
Perhaps you think you'll some time 
close up the saloons in Chicago. We 
want to tell you before that la done 
every prohibition fanatic will die aa 
Haddock did. We will kill every 
preacher, bum every church, massacre 
every member of every temperance soci- 
ety, and all praying women before we 
will surrender our liberty or give up 
our lawful business. If we pay our 
license to help support tbe schools and 
the city, the authorities are bound to 
protect us. If they dent do it we will 
protect ourselves if it takes a civil war 
to do it. We want to tell you that mi - 
less you resign your position on tbe 
county prohibition committee and 
quit oraiming prohibition ctube In 
Chicago you have not got many more 
days to live. We must make an' ex- 
ample of somebody here in Chicago to 
let the cranks know that we mean 
business. We have you marked for 
our first victim. If you don't want to 
be sent after Haddock let up on the 
temperance business at once, and at- 
tend to your hotel. 

In earnest, Saloon-KKepebs. 
The threat to "kill every 
preacher, burn every church, and 
massacre every member of every 
temperance society, aud all pray- 
ing women" contemplates such 
an excess of havoc and blood aa 
to perceptibly diminish the aw- 
folnen of the threat. And yet 
this insane prophet of measure- 
less slaughter represents some- 
things real. Behind him is a 
p. wer which has all of hi* 
malevolence and more than bis 
shrewdness. It is too cunning 
to announce its plans in senseless 
and impossible threats like these, 
but is malevolent enough to carry 
its purpose by any means it can 
command. It killed Haddock. 
To a large extent it rules our 
cities. By bribes and intimida- 
tion il often exhibits submissive 
legislatures as its trophies. Gov- 
ernors bow before it, and Presi- 
dents dare not speak against it. 
It is the unrivaled force in Amer- 
ican politics at this time. Mr. 
Davenport will not bo killed. 
Tbe murder of Haddock was a 
fatal blunder for tbe liquor in 
terest. That one act made a 
million voters more favorable to 
prohibition, and the whisky fiend 
will not soon commit another 
error so egregious. Such grati- 
fications of its spite are too cost- 
ly. But sb an expression of the 
maduesB and unscrupulousneas of 
the liquor business this letter has 
value, because this writer's fury 
so blinds his cunning that be 
telle exactly what is in the sa- 
loonist'a heart. The letter has 
value also as showing the effect 
of prohibition in Kansas, Iowa, 
Maine, Rhode Island and Georg- 
ia. This friend of the whisky 
trade says it is dead in these 
States. On the whole, bis dia- 
bolical screed is encouraging. —
